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TO THE READER 



The use of open-reel magnetic tape to record books was introduced 
into the Library of Congress national reading program in 1958-59. The 
Division for the Blind began selecting book titles for taping which aug- 
mented the talking book or microgroove record program and which 
served a useful purpose for students and those working in the professions . 

Ten years later, a successful pilot program on cassette machines 
and closed -reel tape persuaded Division planners that the cassette furnished 
the tape format for the future . The decision was made to continue using 
open-reel tapes as masters , while reproduction and national distribution 
to readers would be on the cassette. 

This catalog includes a selected list of open-reel tapes chosen for the 
national program and recorded by volunteers. They are available from the 
Library of Congress and the regional libraries for the blind and physically 
handicapped which cooperate in a program of distributing braille and 
recorded reading materials on free loan to persons who are unable to read 
conventionally printed books because of a visual or physical disability. All 
of the titles have appeared between 1966 and 1971 in Talking Book Topics , 
the publication which announces the latest books on records and magnetic 
tape available through the Library of Congress and the cooperating regional 
librariesc 

The books in this list constitute only a fraction of the tape-recorded 
materials on hand at the Library of Congress or circulating within the 
system of cooperating regional libraries . Tape volunteers all over the 
nation continue to record on a one-to-one basis for any eligible reader 
within the program, who may require only one copy of a book. Tapes from 
volunteers are available on free loan from this Division which is building 
an in-depth tape library to reinforce the number of titles available through 
talking books and in braille .
